DANGER  AREA  SECURITY 

The  office  of  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission 
has  been  advised  by  the  Security  Division  of  the  Atomic 
Energy  Commission  that  the  U.  S.  Naval  Proving  Ground 
at  Arco.  Idaho,  is  designated  as  a danger  area  for  all  air- 
craft. The  Atomic  Energy  Commission  requested  the  Mon- 
tana Aeronautics  Commission  to  bring  to  the  attention  of 
all  pilots  the  designated  danger  area  in  the  vicinity  of  Arco 
and  request  that  pilots  refrain  from  Hying  over  the  subiect 
area.  The  Security  Division  of  the  Atomic  Energy  Commis- 
sion stated  that  legal  action  would  be  taken  immediately 
on  violations  of  security  measures. 

All  requests  for  flights  in  danger  areas  should  be  di- 
rected to  the  Chief,  Division  of  Security,  Atomic  Energy 
Commission,  Box  1221.  Idaho  Falls.  Idaho.

BIRNEY  AIR  MARKER 


Blmey  is  one  of  191  air  marked  locations  in  Montana 
painted  the  past  four  years  by  the  Montana  Aeronautics 
Commission. 

The  State  of  Montana  is  well  dotted  with  air  markers 
along  the  regular  routes  of  airplane  travel.  There  are  sev- 
eral areas  in  the  state  that  are  without  identification  which 
can  be  seen  from  the  air.  In  these  areas  flight  of  from  50 
to  100  miles  can  be  made  without  encountering  a single  air 
marker.  It  is  these  rough  and  desolate  areas  that  the  1951 
marker  program  will  concentrate  its  efforts  on. 


WHY  ENGINES  FAIL 

Out  of  417  engine  failure  accidents  reported  by  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board  in  1949  there  were  159  due  to  failure  or 
improper  functioning  of  the  fuel  system.  Many  accidents 
result  from  poor  handling  of  fuel  system  controls.  In  a typi- 
cal case  reported,  the  pilot  started  his  takeoff  from  the  ex- 
treme end  of  the  runway  He  noticed  a drop  in  engine 
power  after  travelling  about  100  feet.  Instead  of  stopping 
Immediately  to  ascertain  the  trouble,  he  turned  on  the  car- 
buretor heat  and  continued  his  run.  He  got  olf  the  ground, 
but  at  an  altitude  of  about  100  feet  the  engine  stopped  and 
the  plane  crashed. 

Investigators  reported  that  the  crash  apparently  re- 
sulted from  fuel  starvation  due  to  icing  in  the  carburetor. 
The  pilot  had  not  used  carburetor  heat  during  taxiing.  Heat 
ordinarily  is  not  used  during  the  take-off  because  It  reduces 
engine  power.  However,  carburetor  heat  should  be  used 
during  taxiing  whenever  the  humidity  is  high 

Water  and  dirt  in  the  gas  have  caused  many  engine 
stoppages.  The  fuel  lines  and  valves  are  small,  and  it 
doesn't  take  much  dirt  or  ice  crystals  to  plug  them.  It  is 
a oocd  idea  to  drain  the  fuel  strainer  each  day.  or  before 
each  flight  if  there  is  any  suspicion  that  fuel  may  contain 
dirt  or  water.

FROM  THE  AIRMAN'S  GUIDE 
October  24,  1950 

SEATTLE-HANFORD  AIR  DEFENSE  AREA: 

Dale  May  5,  1950.  The  United  Slates  Air  Farce  has  acli 
voted  an  Air  Defense  Area  in  the  northwest  section  of  the 
United  States.  Thts  area  Is  bounded  by  a line  drawn  from 
Ihe  coast  at  North  Bend,  Oregon  to  Ontario,  Oregon,  north 
east  Irorn  Ontario,  Oregon  to  Superior,  Montana  and  from 
Superior.  Montana  north  tc  the  Canadian  Border,  thence 
westward  along  the  Canadlan-Untted  States  Border  to  the 
Pacific  Ocean,  south  along  the  Pacific  Ocean  to  the  point 
of  beginning  (North  Bend.  Oregon). 

In  the  interest  of  safely,  all  airmen  proposing  flight 
which  will  approach  the  above  described  defended  area, 
at  any  altitude,  from  a distance  greater  than  20  nautical 
miles  (23  statute  tulles)  in  the  Pacific  Ocean  Area  or  across 
Ihe  Canadian-United  States  Border,  southbound,  at  any  alti- 
tude, are  encouraged  to  file  flight  plans,  preferably  1FB, 
with  Ihe  appropriate  aeronautical  facility, 

Similarly,  pilots  flying  coastwise  adjacent  to  thi::  area 
more  than  20  nautical  miles  (23  statute  miles)  seaward 
from  the  shoreline  are  encouraged  to  co-operate  in  the  same 
manner 

In  addition,  pilots  of  aircraft  approaching  this  area 
from  within  the  continental  limits  of  the  United  States  at  an 
altitude  greater  than  10,000  feel  MSL  or  more  han  4,000 
feet  above  the  Immediate  terrain,  whichever  is  higher,  are 
• ncouraged  to  file  flight  plans  as  outlined  iLove  Failure  to 
file  flight  plans  as  outlined  may  result  in  in  flight  identiiica 
lion  by  fighter  aircraft. 

This  NOTAM  does  not  relieve  the  individual  pilot  of 
his  responsibility  v/ith  respect  to  the  customs  and  immigra- 
tion requirements. 

This  NOTAM  does  not  apply  to  aircraft  operating 
within  the  continental  limits  of  the  United  States,  when  fly 
ing  less  than  10,000  feet  MSL  or  4,000  feet  above  the  immedi- 
ate terrain,  or  aircraft  operating  less  than  20  nautical  miles 
(23  statute  miles)  seaward  from  the  coastline  THE  EXIST- 
ING PROHIBITED  AREA  IN  THE  IMMEDIATE  VICINITY  OF 
HANFORD,  WASHINGTON  REMAINS  OUT  OF  BOUNDS 
FOR  ALL  AR  TRAFFIC.

NORTHWEST  AIRLINES  202  ACCIDENT 

Frequent  inquiry  has  been  made  to  this  olllce  on  pro- 
cedure used  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  on  ac- 
cident investigation.  The  Federal  agency  responsible  for 
accident  investigation  Is  th-  Civil  Aeronautics  Beard. 

In  determining  the  probable  cause  cf  an  accident,  tho 
Board  makes  a thorough  investigation,  carried  on  by  ex 
perts,  on  the  factors  involved.  On  Ihe  202  crash  recently, 
east  of  Butte,  the  C.A  B.  appointed  an  investigation  board 
composed  of  committees  assigned  to  investigate  the  wreck- 
age. These  committees  included  a committee  on  each  oi 
the  following:  Air  frames,  propellors.  engines,  meterology, 
airway  aids  and  communications.  The  committees  work 
independently,  closely  examining  all  wreckage  and  collect- 
ing all  available  Information,  Including  the  interviewing  cl 
witnesses  or  persons  associated  with  some  phase  of  the  op- 
eration. 

These  committees  will  make  their  reports  to  the  Chair- 
man of  the  CAB..  Investigating  Board,  at  a hearing  which 
will  be  held  in  Bulle  In  Ihe  near  future.  This  hearing  will  be 
open  to  Ihe  public  and  parties  interested  In  the  matter  can 
obtain  definite  information  cn  the  date  by  watching  the 
newspapers.
